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dustries Board. When World War I broke 
out in Europe, Mr. Baruch’s estimated wealth 
was less than one million dollars. After the 
end of World. War I, Mr. Baruch’s wealth 
was then estimated to be three or four 
hundred million dollars. When World War I 
broke out in 1914, this country was experi- 
encing a severe depression. The shares of 
the country’s leading companies were selling 
at greatly depressed prices. Mr. Baruch was 
in a position to decide, before the orders were 
placed, which companies were to be awarded 
the highly profitable foreign war orders. The 
shares of those companies increased immedi- 
ately and continued to increase in price by 
leaps and bounds. Mr. Baruch made his 
great fortune by investing on a large scale 
in the shares of those companies. 


Mr. Baruch acquired the banking firm of 
Dillon, Read & Co., after World War I. Mr. 
Baruch had become such a political power, 
prior to World War II, that he was able to 
have Mr. James Forrestal, the President of 
Dillon Read & Co., appointed Secretary of 
Defense in World War II. USA Zionist 
“Jews” called upon Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal demanding that he follow their 
recommendations with regard to Zionist 
interests in Palestine. Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal refused to take his orders from 
the USA Zionist “Jews.” Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal’s death was unquestionably, 
the result of his insistence upon his making 
his Middle East decisions in the best interest 
of the USA and not in the best interest of 
USA Zionist “Jews.” His determination cost 
him Mr. Baruch’s friendship, and his life. 


World War I broke out in Europe in the 
Summer of 1914. Great Britain immediately 
circulated publicity throughout the world that 
the war in Europe would be over by Christ- 
mas of that year, a matter of about six 
months. Newspapers around the world 
blazoned big headlines, “The boys will be 
out of the trenches and back home by 
Christmas.” Great Britain’s allies in World 
War I were France and Russia. Germany’s 
allies were Austria-Hungary and Italy. Ger- 
many introduced the world to submarine 
warfare, Germany’s submarine warfare had 
won the war for Germany before the USA 
entered the war as Great Britain’s ally. The 
entry of the USA into World War I on April 
6, 1917 as Great Britain’s ally doomed Ger- 
many to their crushing ignominious defeat. 


A victorious Germany in the Autumn of 
1916 offered a vanquished Great Britain a 
very generous peace offer. Germany of- 
fered to restore the territorial and political 
status of all belligerants in the war to their 
territorial and political status prior to the 
outbreak of war in 1914. Germany’s unusual- 


_ly generous peace offer was an unexpected 


surprise to all the world. Germany occupied 
almost all western Europe. German sub- 
marines had swept the high seas of convoys 
transporting food and ammunition to Great 
Britain. Great Britain had a one-week food 
reserve for the nation. Great Britain faced 
starvation if the war continued. The French 
army had mutinied. France had lost 700,000 
of the flower of French youth in the first 
year of the war in the Somme and Meuse 
campaigns. The French were puzzled why 
the war was being fought by France. German 
armed forces were in hot-pursuit of the 
retreating Russian armies. The Russian 
forces were retreating so rapidly the pursuing 
Germans had difficulty in maintaining con- 
tact with them. Great Britain’s General 
Haig was compelled to move his troops in 
France from their front line trenches to the 
rear. They were then completely out of 


_ ammunition with which to continue the war. 


In the Autumn of 1916, Great Britain had 
no allies who were able or willing to fight. 
France and Russia were out of the war to 


help to Great Britain. In spite of Germany’s 


victories, Germany did not demand repara- 


| from either Great Britain, France or 
ssia. Great Britain’s 1916 peace offer was 
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trusted by British Zionist “Jews.” 


that basis as the best guarantee for future 
peace in Europe in Germany’s best interest. 


The British War Cabinet was giving 
serious consideration in the Autumn of 1916 
to the immediate acceptance of Germany’s 
peace offer. Their consideration was inter- 
rupted by Mr. James Malcom’s appeal to Sir 
Mark Sykes, an Under Secretary of the 
British War Cabinet. Mr. Malcom was a 
Persian Zionist “Jew” and was a member 
of a prominent and wealthy Persian family, 
which had represented British interests in 
Persia for many centuries. Mr. Malcom was 
the adviser to tke British Government on 
Middle East affairs in World War I. Mr. 
Malcom at all times had access to the British 
War Cabinet in his official capacity. Mr. 
Malcom interceded with the British War 
Cabinet on behalf of the British Zionist 
“Jews,” as liaison between the British War 
Cabinet and British Zionist “Jews.” The 
British Zionist “Jews” were eager to submit 
their proposal to the British War Cabinet 
before Germany’s peace offer was accepted 
by Great Britain. They lost no time. 


The World Zionist Organization’s offer 
was submitted to the British War Cabinet by 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, a Polish Zionist “Jew,” 
Mr. Nahum Sokolof, a Russian Zionist “Jew,” 
and Mr. Samuel Landman, a British Zionist 
“Jew.” They offered to exert the influence 
of USA Zionist “Jews” to pressure the United 
States into World War I as Great Britain’s 
ally, in consideration of Great Britain’s 
agreement to hand over Palestine to the 
Zionist “Jews” after the war. After brief 
consideration of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion offer, the British War Cabinet formally 
accepted the offer as a commitment by the 
British government. The British Cabinet 
considered it a certainty that Germany could 
be defeated by Great Britian with the United 
States as her ally in the war. The defeat of 
Germany would also mean the dismember- 
ment of the Ottoman Empire, Germany’s 
ally, as the spoils of war, a vital factor. 


USA Zionists succeeded in railroading the 
United States into the war against Germany 
as Great Britain’s ally on April 6, 1917, 
without justification or provocation by Ger- 
many. President Wilson declared war against 
Germany for the sinking of the Sussex in 
the English Channel in 1916 with the loss of 
USA lives, when information to that effect 
reached Washington. President Wilson used 
the sinking of the Sussex and the loss of USA’ 
lives as his pretext for declaring war against 
Germany. After the USA declaration of war 
against Germany, the Sussex was found. The 
Sussex had not been sunk by the Germans 
nor had any USA lives been lost on it. 


After the USA declaration of war against 
Germany, British Zionist “Jews” considered 
that they had performed their obligation to 
Great Britain under the 1916 London agree- 
ment. USA and British Zionist “Jews” there- 
upon exacted from Great Britain in writing 
their obligation to perform under the 1916 
London agreement. Great Britain was not 
British 
Zionist “Jews” knew that in 1915 Great 
Britain promised the Arabs their independ- 
ence after the war for coming to the defense 
of the Suez Canal against Great Britain’s 
advancing enemy. The Arabs, which included 
Palestine, were promised their independence 
if they revolted against their Turkish rulers 
and German officers and joined Great Brit- 
ain’s Middle East armed forces. After having 
promised the Arabs their independence in 
1915, Great Britain again promised Palestine 
to the Zionist “Jews” in 1916 for railroading 
the USA into the war as Great Britain’s ally. 


Great Britain’s evidence in writing of her 
obligation to hand over Palestine to the 
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Zionist “Jews” became known as the “Balfour 
Declaration.” The so-called “Balfour Decla- 
ration” was prepared by Zionist “Jews” in 
New York and London. It was an ambiguous 
letter prepared by Zionist “Jews” and is 
totally meaningless, Great Britain had no 


right to promise Palestine to anyone. Great — 


Britain never owned a square foot of Pales- 
tine. Zionist “Jews” could not tell the world 
the truth about the so-called “Balfour 
Declaration,” for obvious reasons. 


‘All the nations of the world, assembled 
in Paris in 1919 for the Paris Peace Confer- 


ence, recognized the independence of the | 


sovereign Arab states. They included Leb- 
anon, Syria, Jordan. Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
Yemen and Palestine. Under Article XXH of 
the League of Nations Covenant, each of 
these Arab states was to select a nation of 
their own choice to act as temporary admin- 
istrator to assist them in forming their 
governments. The Arab nations for many 
centuries had been integrated in the Ottoman 
Empire. These Arab states gained their in- 
dependence from the Ottoman Empire after 
Germany’s defeat. They needed assistance 
from more advanced friendly nations to 
create their independent ` sovereign states. 


In 1920, eighty-two per cent (82%) of 
Palestine’s population expressed their pref- 
erence, to have the United States act as 
temporary administrator of Palestine to hold 
the election to form the Government of 
Palestine. In 1920, only 10% of Palestine’s 
population consisted of so-called “Jews.” In 
the event the USA became the temporary 
administrator of Palestine, and promptly held 
an election, Palestine could not have become 
a “Jewish State.” The British Zionist “Jews” 
then got busy. They did not intend to 
allow the USA to then become temporary, 
administrator of Palestine at any cost. 


Immediately upon receipt of the informa- 
tion, that 82% of Palestine’s population 
wanted the USA as Palestine’s temporary 
administrator, under pressure from the 
British Zionist “Jews” in London, Great 
Britain flew Mr. Herbert Samuel to Palestine. 
Mr. Samuel was one of the leading Zionists 
in Great Britain and a member of the 
wealthy family that owned control of the 
Shell Oil Company. Upon his arrival in 
Palestine by plane Mr. Samuel pronounced 
himself Palestine’s first High Commissioner 
and Great Britain’s as Palestine’s temporary, 
administrator in a most high-handed style. 


President Wilson was in no position to do 
anything. Great Britain had General Allen- 
by’s 200,000 British troops in Palestine and 
the USA had none. USA and British Zionist 
“Jews” thumbed their noses at President 
Wilson. They knew he could do nothing about 
it.-USA and British Zionist “Jews” literally 
blackmailed Great Britain into occupying 
Palestine without any authority. Great Brit- 
ain made no attempt to hold the election to 
create the Government of Palestine in the 
twenty-six years Great Britain occupied 
Palestine. Great Britain was told by USA 
and British Zionist “Jews” not to hold the 
election until Zionist “Jews” formed the 
majority of Palestine’s population. 


In the expectation of thereby creating 
the necessary majority of Zionist “Jews” in 
Palestine, Great Britain between 1920 and 
1947 facilitated transplanting 600,000 eastern 
European Zionist “Jews” of Khazar ancestry 
into Palestine. Including these additional 
600,000 eastern European Zionist “Jews,” 
the total Palestine population of Zionist 
Jews” was in 1947 only 30% of Palestine’s 
total population. Great Britain in 1946, at 
the suggestion of USA and British Zionist 
Jews,” turned the Palestine situation over 
to the United Nations. Great Britain had oc- 


cupied Palestine for twenty-seven years with- - 


out holding the election to create the 
Government of Palestine,
